The Launch of the Leviathan, . 
the Londen Timea, Jan. 7.) 

Yesterday morning the slow~pushing efforts 
which constitute the process of lauaching this 
vessel were recommenced for the sixth time, 
with the same sanguine hepes aad confident 
assertions which have distinguished other 
attempts during the last two months. lt was 
intended to have gone to'work soon after day- 
break, but the severe frost of the previous night 
had frozen all the water in the ram pumps and 
feed pipes, and even the pistous into the cyl- 
inders of the rams themselves, This of course 
oceasioned a delay, since fires bad to be lighted, 
and the pipes snd pumps thawed befure apy- 
thing could be done; so that it was near I1 
o’clock before all was in readiness for another 
start. The firee which were lit had to be kept 
up throughous the day, and some 25 or 30 were 
burning in the fore and aft cradles in hage 
iron braziers, when they were used in heating 
the water before it was pumped into the rams, 
Great care had to be takeu that this was prop- 


in the world would be burst instantly if the 
water commenced freezing in the cylinders. 
By the new arrangement, by which ali the 
hydraulic machines are joined with supply 
pipes in groups of three, the pressure was got 
upon se easily that the Leviatnan, 
aftera rest of nearly three weeks, slipped at 
once some two or three inches, and in short 
élips of the same kind she continued to progress 
throughout the day. At 5 o’clock, when work 
was discontinued, she had made twenty-six 
slips, in length varying from two to five inches 
each; atcording as the pressure was great and 
the elasticity of the timber threw ber off with 
more or less force. Her whole progress was 
eight feet three and a half inches aft, and three 
feet one inch forward. The reason of this 
great difference between the progress of the 
stem and stern is, because the fore part of the 
vessel is already so much in advance as to have 
twisted the cradles on the ways. Yesterday, 
therefore, almost the whole of the preseuré was 
applied on the aft cradle, and the difference of 
position between that and the forward one is iu 
great measdre removed. 

There seenis no reason.to doubt that if the 
tackl¢ which bauls her towards the Thames 
could have been used, the result of yesterday’s 
work would bave been some thirpy or forty 
feet, as it is the strain applied u the im- 
mense chains across the river which keeps her 
iu a motion for three or four feet when once 
the rams have started her. As it was, however, 
in consequence of the accident which happened 
the day before, when the steam burge, with all 
the gear for hauling in the chains, was sank by 
a bark, nothing could be done with the river 
tackle. Thit portion of the launching appa- 
ratus under the charge of Captain Harrison, 
who has exetted himself so iadefatigably since 
the accident happened that the damage will 
be almost eutireiy repaired by to-day, when 80 
tons strain will be ready at the stera, aad 120 
at the bows. In addition to the admirable ar-

‘We regret we are not able to share the opin- 
ion of the Hojas as to the other point—that the 
North Americans have given up all idea of 
taking Cuba by force. That paper little knows 
their trug¢ instincts, and the strange notions of 
worality and public right prevalent amongst 
them. Shouldthe Hojzs also on this point be 
the organ of the ministry, we would be still 
more sorry for it. However thet may be, let 
our esteeme colleague understafd it—and we 
feel ourselves justified, by our thorough know- 
ledge of the men and things in the United 
States, to express ourselves in this mannser— 
that the latter have not desisted, nor probably 
will they ever desist, from aitempts against vur 
American possessions, either by means of pirat- 
ical expeditions like those of former years, or 
in any other way whatever.
